We think our representation in the legislature should set 
about and acquire a site and building for the Crow Wing County 
Historical society to preserve and display its many treasures. 
The gaining of such a site and building will give added prestige 
to the society and will assist to greatly enlarge its collection of 
historical objects. Such a project will be of benefit t<» the state at 
large, too, for history can be made mo.st appealing by collecting 
at its source. 
A museum containing Indian relics of the? Chippewa and 
other tribes who years ago, even centuries ago, marie their habitat 
here, will lie of most intensive interest, for the tourist or other 
person interested, after vi< wing the exhibits, may motor out to 
the very scene where they were collected. 


Rn if ran dn hah t iny Motor Truck field 


NORTHWESTERN transcontinental railroads are considering 
entering the motor truck transportation field. 
Information to this effect was revealed when ii In came known 
that the St. Paul road is making an intensive survey of the truck 
business throughout its system. Twin City shippers have received 
inquiries concerning their attitude toward freight shipment by 
truck ami their opinion of the comparative value of the service 
of rail and truck movement. 
Consideration of the motor truck form of transportation has 
become acute because of the recent hearings conducted by the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission in the interests of coordinating 
highway, railway and airway transportation. Railroads gener­ 
ally have approved, theoretically, at least, of such coordination. 
However, in Minnesota the railroads have sponsored proposed 
legislation to regulate common truck carriers. 
The Omaha in the northwest already has entered actively th#' 
motor truck field through a subsidiary company operating on 
routes paralleling the railroads. In the Fast the Pennsylvania has 
operated for two years a bus and truck service supplementing its 
rail service. 
The < I real Northern has operated a bus subsidiary for some 
years.

N orthwestern transcontinental railroads are considering 
entering the motor truck transportation field. 
Information to this ell'ect was revealed when it became known 
that the St. Paul road is making an intensive survey of the truck 
business throughout its system. Twin City shippers have received 
inquiries concerning their attitude toward freight shipment by 
truck and their opinion of the comparative value of the service 
of rail and truck movement. 
Consideration of the motor truck form of transportation has 
become acute because of the recent hearings conducted by the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission in tin* interests of coordinating 
highway, railway and airway transportation. Railroads gener­ 
ally have approved, theoretically, at least, of such coordination. 
However, in Minnesota the railroads have sponsored proposed 
legislation to regulate common truck carriers. 
The Omaha in the northwest already has entered actively the 
motor truck field through a subsidiary company operating on 
routes paralleling the railroads. In the East the Pennsylvania has 
operated for two years a bus and truck service supplementing its 
rail service. 
The Great Northern has operated a bus subsidiary for some 
years.
